The bunefit to Citizeno of the Commonwoalth of Kentucky from
this petition would be the opportunity to purchased a bundled or
unbundled quality service from Petitioner at a lower cost than
thay currently pay. South Central Bell would suffar no eccnomic
harm in that Petitioner is assuming many of the responsibilities
cuzrently serviced or provided by South Central Bell. Although
South Central Bell will be in sssence selling a volume service to

Patitioner, South Central Bell has all ready justified the cost
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of BSSX service to the Commission in that it currently is selling
ESSX to customers utilizing a thousand stations or more, situated

within the Commonwealth.

On March 18th 1985 Cincinnati Bell Taelephone Company filed a
proposed Shared Tenant Services (STS) tariff toxr consideraticn
with thiz Commission. On June d4th of 1535 the Commizaion issued
an Order sstablishing Case No. 29). 'This case wag instituted
primarily in response to technological, structural, and
regulatory changes occurring at both the state and national level
in the telecormunications industry. Shared Tenant Service (STS)
is a telecommnications arrangement which permits unrelated
tenants in a limited geographic area tc share the features of a
Private Branch Exchange (PBX) and local access lines.® (qxcarﬁt
page ) of Case 293 Order).

Central Office equipment located on
Company premises and aspociated fagilities so arranged as to
provided the following basic sarvice features:

1. Direct Inward Dialing (DID) and Direct Outward Dialing (DOD)
of exchange and long distance message network calls to and from
stations and attendant poaitions of a aubscriber's system.

2. Intercoammunicating calls between stations of the same
subscriber's system.

3. Identified Outward Dialing (IOD), by station numbar of
outgoing long distance mesasage calls dialed by a statioen. Only
calls billed to the subscriber by the Company will be provided
this identification.

4. Common racordaed announcemsnts interception of calls to
unassigned station numbers.

5. Trunk answer any station of incoming primary directory
listing.

6. Basic Station Line Hunting.

7. Touch-Tone Service.

ESSX Servica will ba furniished in four catagories based upon tha
sire of the subscriber system....

E88X service~XL will sarvice systems with mere than 500 main
station lines.*

ES5X generally requires the end user to access an outside
‘line to dial *9°, E8sX generically has baen defined as a PBX
systam with the PBX being located at South c.ntrallnall‘s office
or facility instead of at the customer's premises, with the
customers dltning the featurcs of the PBX (riote definition of STS
above)} .

The Commission has allowed the resale of STS since 1986.

Patitionar has been a reseller of Scuth Cantral Bell's Shared

Tenant Jervicelis) since 1990. Petitioner in 1988 was granted a by -



the Comuiasion a Certificate 5¢ Need and Convanience as an Inter
Exchange Carrier. Petitioner lastly was in 1988 and continues to
actively be engaged in the sale, service and maintenance of

telephone equipment (an inter-connect company) .

Patitioner is aware that the STS in the 198¢ order was a
reaponse to the technological, structural and regulatory
conditions aa known in 1986. Petitioner believes that the
technological, structural and regulatory conditions of 19?5 ares
sufficiently different to request a medification and or amendment

to Casa 293 to reflect 1995 conditions,

Petitioner does not wish to invade tha broad question of
Local Exchange Competition. Petitioner limits its® faquelt harein
to resale of the existing South Central Bell network and Service

" Arrangements. Petitioner will not connect BESSX customery' local

access to access lines othar than those of South Central Bell,

Underlpotibionlr'a requast South Central Bell will phyaically
pxovidd'all access services to the end user as they are currently

provided in South Central Bell's General Subscriber Tariff 2A.

ESSX is being sold to business customers regularly by South
Central Bell through its' own sales force and through South
Central Bell Authorized Agents. The only difference in
Petitioner's reguest from the current ESSX resale arrangsment is
that South Central Bell now sells ESSX to an individusl customer.

Petitioner desires to be that customer, however, it desires the
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right to in turn resell portions of that service to others, as it
relatively spesaking is allowed to do with STS services.
Petitioner would be responsible for bhilling, customer service,
and uzer bad debt and maintenance from the demark to and into the

and user's premiaes.

WHEREPORE based upon sufficient changes in technological,
structural and regulatory conditions and Petitioner unique
history, of being a South Central Bell STS reseller for
approximately 5 years, a holder of o Certificate of Need and
Convenience for 7 years, and being an established Kentucky
Inter-connoct for over 7 years, Petitioner prays that the
Commissicn allow Petitioner a Special Arrangement wherein
Petitioner may resell South Central Bell's ESSX Sarvicas withoull:
linmitation to the pramises being a "continuous property undeif ,
common ownership or managemnent that is not separated by prop'o:.'tly
owned or mqod by others*® (#14 Case 252 Hndinga - page 4'”‘.

AND that Pcti:ioner should be allowed to ::uell ESSX lowico
to any and all end users situated within the c::monwoalth o£
Rentucky with Petitioner purchasing such gservices under ths
existing rules and rate schedula(s) as set forth in South Central
Bell Telephons Coopany of Kentucky's General Subscriber Service
Tariff PSC KY TARIFF 2A. '
